An Overview of the 1948 Budget 


Teachers’ Salaries 

Because teachers are contracted for the school fiscal 
year of July 1 to June 30, the amount of teachers sal- 
aries for the 1947 year included the amount paid to 
teachers from January to June on the 1946-47 contracts 
plus the amount paid to teachers from September to 
December on the 1947-48 contracts. This last item in- 
cluded the salary increase given as a result of the new 
State teachers’ minimum salary law. At the present 
time we have contracts totaling $31,300 for the 1947- 


A8 year. Three-fifths of this amount is still to be paid 3 
to the teachers to complete the present school year of 
1947-48. Due to continued lowering of the purchase 
power of the dollar, an increment should be added to 
the salaries for the 1948-49 year. Two-fifths of the 
new contract price also goes into the 1948 budget figure 
of $31,900. 
Janitors 

The increase in this item is negligible, amounting 

to about $106 over the amount spent in 1947. 
Water and Lights 
It may be possible to get along with fifty dollars less 
than was asked for in the 1947 budget. The $400 is 
a little increase over the amount spent last year, but 
electricity has been added in Clogston and Martin 
schools. 
Fuel 

We are asking for $515 more for fuel due to the 
increase in the price of fuel and the drain on the 
- fuel supply due to the long period of extreme cold this 
winter. 

Equipment 

New equipment in the high school was neces- 
sary particularly in the form of desk chairs. There 
were not enough usable desks for the _ efficient 
earrying on of the school. This was due to 
the increased enrollment and the inability to 
obtain school furniture which had been worn out. 
This year furniture came on the market. again 
and sixty new desk chairs have arrived since Jan- 
uary first for use in the high school. It is hoped that 
one more room in the village school can be supplied 
with new desks this year as the need is still great. 
The average price of such equipment at present is about 
$10 per unit. 

Supplies 
The price of all supplies has steadily increased. 
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A typical example is that of arithmetic paper, which, 
since 1941 has jumped from 14c to 52c per package. 
In fact in the past month it has gone up 11c. per pack- 
age. I believe that by careful buying and thrift on 
the part of the schools this amount of $1100 will be 
safe. 
Repairs 

The village school and auditorium are in sad need 
of attention. A new fire-resistant roof has been put 
on the school. A balance of $150 is due this year on 
that item. The school has had several new ceilings in- 
stalled and the inside painted during the vacation peri- 
ods. That comes under the 1948 budget. The out- 
side of the school is very much in need of paint. An 
estimated $2,250 should take care of this item. In 
the auditorium lockers have been installed in the new 
locker rooms ($800). The soil was removed by volun- 
teers under the supervision of Mr. Flanders. The gym 
floor should be treated ($300). The walls need repair 
($50). The outside of the building needs a coat of 
paint ($400). The roof should be covered with fire- 
resistant shingles ($700). That makes a total for the 
auditorium of $2,250 with a grand total for repairs of 
$5,650, which includes renovation of several rural 
schools. 


Transportation 
If it is possible to keep all of the rural schools open 
next year, the transportation item would be safe at 
$1,500. The only schools which are being transported 
are Seaver and Baptist Street. — 
Improvements 
The care of and improvements in the rural schools 
are included in this item. |

SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


The expense of operating our schools during 1947 
exceeded the income for this purpose by $9,693.61. The 
reasons for this are as follows: 

The 1946 deficit of $1,876.91 was repaid. to the 
Selectmen out of money raised for 1947 school expense 
and without having made provision for this item in the 
1947 budget. Subsequent study of the laws and rul- 
ings governing action in regard to school deficits indi- 
cated that it was unlawful to repay a deficit for a pre- 
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vious-year out of funds raised to cover school expenses 
in a subsequent year. In other words, deficit cannot 
become cumulative and the law requires the Selectmen 
to liquidate school deficits either out of the Town Gen- 
eral Fund or by additional direct taxation. Neither 
should a school budget include a provision for past de- 
ficits. 

In the year 1946 we received approximately $3,- 
400.00 in State Aid. In the year 1947 we received $7,- 
171.00. Thus we received less State Aid during a year 
in which the State Legislature passed a law and the 
State Board of Education set up minimum teacher sal- 
ary standards which raised our teaching costs approx- 
imately $6,000.00 in the half year affected by the new 
laws. For 1948 teacher salaries will increase approxi- 
mately $10,000 over the 1947 budget. This we cannot 
change or reduce because the state laws have establish- 
ed minimum salaries for teachers fulfilling the educa- 
tional requirements of the State Board of. Education. 
However, the question of teacher salaries is purely 
academic, the law of supply and demand operates — 
there are tco few teachers and competition for their 
services is the factor which raises the teacher cost a- 
bove State Board minimum salaries. 

State Aid is granted on the basis of the State’s 
school year — a fiscal year — covering the period from 
July 1st to the following June 30th. The State Aid for 
this period, we learned in September, 1947, is $14,- 
341.995 of which we received $7,171.00 in September, 
1947, and $7,170.99 in January 1948, after the books 
were closed for the Town calendar year. 

Thus the “hangover” 1946 deficit of $1,376.91, plus 
the failure of half the State Aid to come to us within 
our calendar year of 1947 together account for $8,- 
316.70 of the deficit indicated in the statement for 1947 
leaving an actual operating deficit of $1,145.71. 

You do not need to be told that costs have risen 
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very markedly during 1947. Our school buildings and 
equipment deteriorated considerably during the war 
years. Some of the vitally necessary repair work has 
peen done. Some of the necessary repairs and recon- 
ditioning can wait a little while. Much of it cannot 
wait for the uncertain return of lower costs without 
resulting in considerably increased deterioration. 

Your directors have endeavored to be consistant 
in their determination to give Williamstown an educa- 
tional system superior to the minimum requirement of 
the law but without expensive frills, which might be 
beneficial but are not fundamental. We have an excel- 
lent teaching staff. Undoubtedly we will lose several 
of the teachers at the end of the contract period. We 
anticipate real difficulty in replacing them due to the 
still increasing teacher shortage. 

For the past few years there has been an agitation 
for the incorporation of a business course in our High 
School curriculum. The Superintendent and the Dir. 
ectors have made an earnest attempt to obtain a com- 
petent teacher for such a course without any success 
whatsoever. Supt. Fussell made a careful estimate of 
the cost of instituting a business course. The first year 
cost for a teacher and the minimum requirement for 
equipment total $3,125.00. This would necessitate an 
additional tax of 30c. Your Directors appreciate the 
value of courses in business and in manual training, 
but it is our considered judgment that these courses 
must be put aside in favor of the basic education 
courses and the fundamental need for physical educa- 
tion. : 

We ask your favorable consideration of the $3.00 
tax requested to support our school system. It is the 
minimum amount required to maintain a reasonable 
standard. To grant less might not for a time appear 
to be harmful but very definitely harm will be done 
and, when this is realized, it will be too late, irretriev- 
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able damage that cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents, will be laid on our consciences. 
Your cooperation and support is appreciated by 

your school directors.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Directors of the Town of Williamstown: 

I herewith submit my first report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

It is a real pleasure to report to you that I feel that 
the schools of the Town of Williamstown are in fine 
condition educationally. We have a very fine staff of 
teachers who are doing a grand piece of work with the 
youth of the town. They are sincere in their work and 
are giving to the boys and girls training in how to get 
along with each other as well as teaching them the | 
fundamentals. 

The number of actual school buildings in use as 
schools during this year has increased two over the 
number used all year last year. The opening of Lynde 
and Boyce schools removed the transportation prob- 
lem of last year and also relieved what would have been 
a serious overcrowded condition at the Village School. 
As it is, there is not a great deal of room to spare there. 

The problem which needed the major bit of atten- 
_ tion in the line of books was the reading course. The 
Cordts system, which had been in vogue for a long per- 
iod of time, was discarded in the first two grades 
throughout the whole town. The Scott Foresman sys- 
tem was introduced in these two grades and will be 
continued in the next two grades next year. New Geog- 
raphies have been introduced in the fifth grade and will 
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be continued as the need for new books is evident. The 
plan which might best be carried out would be to place 
the purchase of new books on a rotating system in or- 
der to lessen the load in one given year. Thus a three- 
year purchasing plan for textbooks is being worked out. 
There is need for teaching aids in the form of maps for 
geography and history in the rural schools especially. 
In order for the whole system to be uniform, it will be 
necessary to furnish the rural schools with the same 
texts and materials used in the Village School. 

American Education Week was observed in the 
schools by parents and friends visiting classes in ses- 
sion during the daytime and by programs conducted 
in the several schools in the evening. Students from 
the schools visited the Freedom Train in Montpelier. 
The third and fourth grades went to Burlington to visit 
the Fleming Museum, Airport and other places of edu- 
cational interest. 

Salary adjustments commensurate with the State 
Teachers’ Minimum Salary Law were made to go into 
effect in September 1947. With the increased living 
costs, more stringent requirements for certification, 
more lucrative offers outside the teaching profession 
and a greater shortage of teachers this year comes the 
necessity of consideration and action for more just sal- 
aries for serious-minded teachers. The salary arrange- 
ments should take into consideration the following 
points: training, experience, and years of service in 
Williamstown. 

A music course under a competent music super- 
visor has been introduced into the system this year. 

Physical Education classes have been conducted as 
a regular part of the schedule in the gymnasium under 
the guidance of Mr. Dyer and Miss Holmes. This is a 
very important part of the education of the child. 

The work of the high school has been departmen- 
talized so that one teacher handles all of the work in a 
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given subject. This should show definite results.in a 
very short time. The seventh and eighth grades have 
been made an integral part of the six-year high school 
forming a real Junior-Senior High School. With the 
addition of another teacher in the high school it was 
possible and advisable to make use of part of the old 
assembly hall as a room. A partition was built in and 
a very fine mathematics room made where the stage 
had been. 

The principal’s office was equipped with an office 
desk and chair and a radiator was placed in the office 
as there had been no heat there before. There has been 
an asphalt shingle roof put on the High School build- 
ing and the entire inside of the building has been paint- 
ed and new ceilings installed. The outside of the Vil- 
lage School and the Auditorium are still sadly in neei 
of paint. That work should be done as soon as it is pos- 
sible to do so. The floor of the Auditorium should be 
treated. The locker rooms with lockers are being in- 
stalled in the basement of the Auditorium. 

With the wiring of Clogston and Martin Schools, - 
all the schools in town have electricity. Boyce School 
was painted on the inside. Work has been done on the 
interior of Lynde School to make it somewhat more 
comfortable during the Winter months. Water from a 
spring was piped to a well box outside of Martin School. 

We have been fortunate so far this year in not 
having had to make any replacements in the teaching 
staff because of resignations. One teacher, Mrs. Dal- 
ley, has been granted a leave of absence for threc 
months. During her absence Mrs. Stearns has been 
teaching the fifth and sixth grades. 

On September 5, 1946, the number of pupils enroll- 
ed in the elementary schools was 206 and in the high 
school 77; on September 4, 1947, the number of pupils 
enrolled in the elementary schools was 217 and in the 
high school 88, showing a gain of 17. 
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In closing I wish to express my sincere apprecia- 
tion for the fine cooperation which.I have received from 
the entire staff of teachers, janitors, and. the School 
Directors. Gs ;
